And as the City of D Dore fir tc 4's way, pe! made him hols Stadtholdbr, he nor 
only ſetled that Gity, but Weft-Frietelgnd, and the City of Middleburg, which were 
all in Uproar and Confuſion; he no appear'd amongſt” them, but their Diffe- 
rences and Mutinies vanifhted ; the Farhie of his Succeſs againſt their Enettiies abroad, 
and the Sweetneſs and Moderation which he expreſtat home, gained him fo much Re

after they had debated them in their ſeveral Aﬀſemblies, they not only Joyfully appro- 
ved of them, but in requiral ſetled the Offices'of Govertwur- General, Captain and 
Admirat General on him and his Male Iffhe. . 

Thus this Valorous and Prudent Prince redeemed his Coutttty afid Religion from the 
ſlavery of the Potent Frexch King, and reſetled the Government upon its Ancient Bafes, 
which had been ina horrid Contufion, through the Treachery of the De Wirts, and the 
Diſordets which the French Invaſion had conminetes! it withal; and in the Year x678 
that Vidtorious French Monarch was forced, and did conclude-a Peace with the Prince 
of ORANGE, much to his Glory and Renown , and as tmuch to the Advantage of 
the States of the Mnired Provinces; the French Ki uitring by this Peace, all that he 
had taken from them.
